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Administrative  Notes  is  10  years  old  this  month! 

Volume  1,  number  1  of  Administrative  Notes  was  released  just 
10  years  ago,  in  September  1980.  It  consisted  of  one  sheet  of 
paper  with  six  notices  which  contained  the  kind  of  information 
that  had  previously  been  typed  right  on  shipping  lists:  errors  in 
shipping  list  numbering,  periodical  issues  not  yet  released  and  not 
to  be  claimed.  Biennial  Survey  results  mailed  to  all  libraries,  and 
one  notice  on  computer  technology  -  the  document  number  search 
key  had  recently  been  activated  on  OCLC. 


The  1980's  saw  many  changes  in  the  Depository  Library  Program,  and  they  have  all 
been  chronicled  in  Administrative  Notes.  The  newsletter  now  contains  contributions 
from  depository  librarians,  other  Federal  agencies,  and  other  areas  within  GPO,  as  well 
as  the  purely  administrative  notices  with  which  it  started. 


The  Library  Programs  Service  intends  to  continue  producing  a  timely  and  informative 
newsletter  during  the  next  ten  years.    We  are  looking  forward  to  an  active  and 
innovative  era  which  will  forward  the  goal  of  the  Federal  Depository  Library  Program: 
serving  the  government  information  needs  of  the  pubHc.

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Results  of  the  Alkaiine  Paper  Survey  of  Depository  Libraries 

In  July  1990,  GPO  surveyed  Federal  Depository  Libraries  to  identify  those  categories 
of  Government  documents  which  they  considered  essential  for  long  term  preservation 
and  should  be  printed  on  alkaline  paper. 

The  survey  vv'as  developed  after  consulting  members  of  the  library  community  and 
other  interested  parties,  and  was  pre-tested  in  June  1990. 

Although  other  methods  of  document  identification,  yielding  more  precise  results, 
could  have  been  used,  it  was  the  group  consensus  that  the  most  practical  method  of 
identifying  materials  was  to  use  the  17  categories  of  documents  specified  in  the 
Guidelines  for  the  Provision  of  Government  Publications  for  Depository  Library 
Distribution. 


In  conjunction  with  completing  the  survey,  many  libraries  added  written  comments. 
Some  librarians  were  concerned  that,  even  in  categories  checked  as  essential  for 
preservation,  titles  rapidly  superseded  need  not  be  printed  on  alkaline  paper.  Several 
librarians  also  urged  GPO  to  review  individual  publications  prior  to  printing  to  ensure 
that  an  important  publication  in  a  "non-alkaline"  category  be  considered  for  alkaline 
paper.

Federal  Information  loveetory/Locator  Systems 

The  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB)  has  announced  the  availabihty  of  a 
report  entitled  "Federal  Information  Inventory/Locator  Systems:  From  Burden  to 
Benefit."  The  report  was  prepared  by  a  team  from  Syracuse  University  headed  by 
Professor  Charles  McClure,  and  was  carried  out  under  a  contract  v/ith  the  General 
Services  Administration  (GSA)  and  OMB. 

In  the  course  of  discussions  concerning  the  Paperwork  Reduction  Act,  OMB's  Office 
of  Information  and  Regulatory  Affairs  (OIRA)  noted  in  1989  the  presence  of  several 
statutes  and  regulations  requiring  Federal  agencies  to  maintain  inventory  systems  or 
other  means  of  locating  various  types  of  government  information.  Examples  include  the 
Federal  Information  Lx)cator  system  (FILS)  and  inventories  of  major  information  systems 
required  by  the  Paper  work  Reduction  Act,  the  Unified  Agenda  of  Federal  Regulations, 
and  inventories  required  in  the  Computer  Security  Act  and  the  Computer  Matching  and 
Privacy  Protection  Act. 

These  various  inventories  and  locators  have  differing  definitions  and  purposes,  impose 
differing  levies  upon  Federal  agency  resources,  and  present  the  public  with  expanding, 
rather  than  converging,  sources  of  information.  OIRA  asked  Professor  McClure  and  his 
colleagues  to  assess  the  various  inventories  and  locators  with  a  view  toward  identifying 
their  common  purposes,  simplifying  demands  on  the  agencies  supplying  the  information, 
and  determining  the  best  way  of  satisfying  the  public's  need  for  the  information. 

The  study  team  analyzed  51  policy  instruments  that  mandate  or  affect  the  creation  of 
information  inventory/locator  systems.  In  a  series  of  focus  interviews,  they  sought  the 
judgments  of  85  persons  who  are  considered  stakeholders  in  the  systems,  including  staff 
of  congressional  committees.  They  summarized  the  opinions  of  44  persons  who 
commented  in  response  to  a  Federal  Register  notice  concerning  the  study. 

The  report  found  strong  consensus  concerning  the  need  for  a  government-wide 
information  inventory/locator  system  that  would  serve  as  a  "pointer"  for  locating 
government  information.  Dissatisfied  with  current  systems,  stakeholders  believed  a  new 
system  should  be  designed  to  operate  at  the  agency  level  as  an  integral  part  of  Federal 
information  resources  management.  The  system  should  be  kept  simple,  developed 
incrementally,  and  respond  to  user  information  needs.  The  report  recommended  that 
OMB  develop  and  enforce  policy  guidelines  for  the  system  but  not  be  involved  in  the 
system's  actual  operation. 

Although  the  report  was  commissioned  by  OMB  and  GS\  it  is  the  work  of  Professor 
McClure  and  his  colleagues,  and  as  such  reflects  their  observations  and  conclusions. 
OMB  believes  the  report  will  foster  constructive  debate  on  an  important  topic  of 
improving  management  and  accessibility  of  government  information. 
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OMB  is  providing  GPO  with  copies  of  the  report  to  be  microfiched  and  made 
available  to  depository  libraries.
